JOHN EDWARD ROD PENES RRY advised that: he was born cn 
September 18, 153'+, In Florida, and that his' present permanent 
address is 909 Clinton Street, Philadelphia. He advised that 
in July 1963 he was released from a Federal Prison at Se&govllle, 
Texas, and following his release lived in Dallas, Texas, at 
4440 Travis Street. Sometime in July 1963, he was at the Ramous 
Bar, McKinney and lemon Streets in Dallas, Texas.' While at this 
bar he was introduced to a young man by a Mexican woman known 
to RODDEMSERRY as "HAM-HAM" • whoa he believes is the waitress-manags 
of this bar. The man was introduced to him as DEE. 

Later, when the bar closed t ie same evening, ROBDEliBSRKJ 
returned to his apartment ana he Invited ISE to accomnsny him. 

At the apartment they drank one or two beers. RODI-ENXERRY stated 
that he recognised a photograph of LET. HARVEY OSWALD as the 
individual whom he met at the bar and who. was introduced to him 
as LEE. He stated that OSWALD'S conversation at the bar and in 
• the apartment was such that RODBENBEJviY gained the impression that 
, LEE vras in. favor of a form of government other than that of the 
United States although no other specific form of government was 
mentioned. R0DDEI33RRY said that lie recalls that OSWALD made 
remarks to the effect that more attention should be paid by our 
government to furthering the Interests of the "poor man" rather 
than catering to individuals of wealth and prominence. 

RODDEKBERRT said that LEE brought up the subject of 
"discussion group-3" and suggested that ROLDENlERRX attend such 
meetings although r.o specific groups, pieces of attendance, or 
other information regarding this was- disclosed by OSWALD. 
RODDEREEFsRY said he was and is oppos'd to individuals c-r groups 
who express opinions such as those set forth by LEG. lie said 
he neither sought nor did he ever further his acquaintance with 
OSWALD and never saw him again. 1 ROBPENHBRKX stated he knows 
of no associates or friends of OSWALD except that it appeared 
to him that OSWALD was well known to the aforementioned 
waitress-manager "HAM-HAM" at the Famous Bar. RODDENBERRY 
denied that he knows anything further concerning OSWALD, his 
associates, or activities. 

JOHN EDWARD RODDENBSRRY stated that once or twice he was 
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in the Carousel Bar which he believes is owned by JACK RUBINSTEIN 
but he does, hot know this individual, nor did he ever see OSWALD 
at this place. 
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
